Despite cuts, promises programs and 
services of “optimum efficiency” 


WILMINGTON - Town 
Manager Michael Caira got a 
little help from the memory of 
comedienne ‘Gilda Radner 
when he described to the public 
on Monday night his experience 
in crafting a budget proposal 
for the coming fiscal year. 
Remember Emily Litella, the 
character that Radner immor- 
talized on “Saturday Night 
Live” in the late 1970s? Litella 
would launch into a soliloquy, 
only to discover half way 
through that , things have 
changed. Litella, as “SNL” fans 
might recall, would stop in mid- 
sentence, look at her audience, 
and proclaim, “Never mind.” 

For Caira and his staff, put- 
ting together a budget for 
Fiscal Year 2004 felt just like 
that. When Caira delivered his 
proposal to the Board of 
Selectmen on Moriday, January 


. 27, he noted that the “evolution- 


ary” document was based 
entirely on what he thinks 
Governor Mitt Romney “might 
tell us” about the local aid and 
other assistance on which the 
town can rely. 

In other words, a lot can 


change. 

“I submit the budget with 
every expectation that it may 
be substantially revised, due 
primarily to the uncertainty of 
local aid,” Caira stated. “What 
will not be revised, however, is 
the premise by which this budg- 
et is based. We are committed 
to providing programs and 
services to the people of 
Wilmington at optimum effi- 
ciency.” 

Caira’s proposed budget for 
2004 comes in at $61.5 million, a 
figure that constitutes a 4.82 
percent jump from the alloca- 
tion afforded for the present 
year, 
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Olin reveals Public Involvement Plan

WILMINGTON - Olin 
Corporation presented a Public 
Involvement Plan (PIP) draft 
tp-area residents on Thursday, 
January 23, at the 
Massachusetts Department of 
Environmental Protection 
(DEP) in Wilmington, in 
response to a petition created 
by local _ environmental 
activists, 

!The petition, pursuant to 
Section 14 (b) of Massachusetts 
General Laws Chapter 21E 
(M.G.L, c. 21E), requested that 
the Olin Site be designated as a 
PIP site to establish a formal- 
ized process for the dissemina- 
tion of information to the pub- 
lic, Olin officially did so on 


October 8, 2002. 

The controversial Olin site 
was classified as a Tier 1A 
Disposal Site on September 20, 
1994 as the result of the dis- 
charge of waste water to 
unlined lagoons and ditches by 
previous property owners over 
a period of many years. Tier 
1A Sites are overseen by the 
DEP and a piece of land is cat- 
egorized as such only if it pos- 
sesses contaminants that 
impact a town’s water supply. 

Olin Corporation was repre- 
sented at the meeting by 
spokesperson Stephen Morrow. 
A Powerpoint overview of the 
PIP draft was presented by 
Margaret Hanley, a Licensed

education improvements 


‘TEWKSBURY - Parents 
Educated Advocate _for 
Children's Education (PEACE) 
of Massachusetts held its first 
meeting on January 27 at 
‘Tewksbury Public Library. 

PEACE is a new organization 
made up of concerned parents 
and foster parents of special 
needs students within the pub- 
lie school system. They are 
looking for parents all over the 
commonwealth to join their 
organization and are aiming to 
become a statewide force. 
Their primary goal is to help 
the children by educating the 
parents in regards to the laws 
avd regulations already in 


compliance with state and fed- 
eral laws against local school 
systems, most notably Lowell 
and Tewksbury. The 
Shawsheen Technical School in 
Wilmington also made the list 
in which concerns were fea- 
tured. 

“Massachusetts has the worst 
special education system in the 
country,” Hickford charged. 
“By graduation (special educa- 
tion students) are not able to 
read, write, or do arithmetic. 
They get a piece of paper that 
says they have completed 12 
years and are not able to attend 
community college or trade 
school.”

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Caira’s contract 
renewed ina 
squeaker vote 


WILMINGTON - For the first 
time in 12 years, it was a close 
one for Town Manager Michael 
Caira. 

Shortly after Caira delivered 
his budget proposal to the pub- 
lic on Monday night, the Board 
of Selectmen debated whether 
or not to re-appoint him to man- 
age the town for three more 
years. The vote to renew his 
contract came down to three 
selectmen in favor of the idea 
and two opposed. Such a tally 
makes the first time since 1990 
that the town manager did not 
see his contract renewed with 
unanimity from the board. 

Selectmen Michael McCoy 
and Raymond Lepore read pre- 
pared statements that detailed 
their opposition to keeping 
Caira on board. 

For starters, McCoy cited a 
grievance dating back to the 
first week of August last year, 
when he called the town hall to 
speak to Caira and was. told 
that the manager was on vaca- 
tion: McCoy said that he was 
“embarrassed” by the incident 
because he had not been 
informed that Caira would be 
away. 

“For someone who makes 
over $100,000 in salaries, not 
including other benefits, an 
amount two to three times more 
than the average Wilmington 
tax payer, you should have at 


least the decency to tell your . 


bosses that you're taking a paid 
vacation,” McCoy told Caira. 
“If you worked for any company 
and did not notify your immedi- 
ate supervisor, believe me, after 
that vacation you took, you'd be 
on permanent vacation.” 

Caira later that he 
had told Robert Cain, the 


Chairman of the Board of 
Selectmen, that he was leaving 
on vacation that week. He stat- 
ed that doing so has been stan- 
dard practice over the years, 
even when McCoy himself had 
been chairman of the board. 

“I probably spend more time 
in (the town hall) than I do any 
place else,” Caira said. “I can 
appreciate being criticized for 
a number of things, but to be 
criticized for taking vacations, 
of which I very rarely take, is 
sort of an interesting criti- 
cism.” 

McCoy also maintained that 
Caira has kept selectmen in the 
dark on such matters as one 
that involved a local company 
that he charged was “stealing 
millions of dollars worth of 
sewer.” McCoy stated that 
Caira should have sought the 
input of the board, rather than 
settle the matter out of court 
for one million dollars. 

Caira replied that the compa- 
ny had not been “stealing,” but 
had. instead been paying for 
sewer services based on read- 
ings by a faulty meter. He stat- 
ed that the company was 
required by the town to pay 
back what was owed once the 
troubled meter was discovered 
and rates were properly adjust- 
ed. 

McCoy also charged that, 
years ago, a municipal employ- 
ee had been given a comfort- 
able resignation package 
rather than the boot when it 
was alleged that the individual 
was stalking females during his 
professional and personal time. 
Caira declined to discuss mat- 
ters involving personnel, but he 
did “categorically” say that 
many of McCoy’s statements

inner circle of town officials who 
stand to gain in some mysterious 
way.

The Library Director, Tina 
Stewart, gave us her presentation; 
replete with interesting and pur- 
poseful information designed to 
help the listener understand the 
scope of the project and its ben- 
efits to the town.

*Seal them all with weather 
resistant caulk, foam switch plate 
gaskets, weather stripping and 
Great Stuff expanding foam.

According to Caira, the cur- 
rent state budget is saddled 
with a debt of $600 million, 
despite cuts instituted by for- 
mer Governor Jane Swift 
Furthermore, the deficit for 
next year’s budget has bal- 
looned in its estimations from 
$2 billion to possibly $3 billion. 

In order to balance next 
year's budget, Caira proposes 
that the town use approximate- 
ly $3 million of its “free cash” 
reserve. The surplus was certi- 
tied at roughly $9.2 million by 
the Department of Revenue last 
November. That figure com- 
prises just shy of 16 percent of 
the town's operating budget 
According to C . Many exec- 
utives on Wall Street consider 
between 5 and 10 percent as a 
comfortable operating margin. 

It is this $3 million on which 
Caira will rely to help offset the 
decrease in local aid that will 
be received by the town. 
According to Caira, Wilmington 
will likely receive $1.3 million 
less than the current year's 
intended distribution of local 
aid. Specifically, that puts the 
town’s local aid at $8.4 million 
for the coming fiscal year. Two 
years ago, that figure was $10 
million 

Caira warned the public that 
the town may be forced to dip 
deeper into the reserve as the 
year progresses. In addition to 
those cuts in local aid, he cited 
the difficult’ winter, spiraling 
health insurance costs and the 
state's abandonment of the 


“50/50” program as possible 
forces that would call for fur- 
ther use of “free cash.” The so- 
called “50/50” program helps 
towns receive reimbursements 
from the state for half of its 
school district's costs relating 
to special education. 

“The town's reserves must be 
used for extraordinary purpos- 
es, such as one-time capital 
investments and program stabi- 
lization,” Caira stated. “It is 
foolhardy to spend down the 
reserve for new programs that 
cannot be sustained in the 
future.” 

At the same time, though, 
Caira’s greatest concern is that 
Wilmington will be forced to 
use its healthy surplus to shoul- 
der a disproportionate amount 
in covering the state's shortfall. 

“I fully recognize that local 
governments must be a part of 
the solution to the-state'’s fiscal 
crisis,” he said. “Any commu- 
nity that didn’t see this coming 
wasn’t looking. Towns like 
Wilmington, however, who have 
adopted a prudent approach to 
budgeting and have implement- 
ed responsible fiscal plans to 
accommodate future spending. 
should not be penalized.” 

Caira proposed that 
$23,753,863 be allocated to the 
Wilmington School Department 
for the coming year. Such a 
recommendation represents a 
four percent increase from the 
department’s current operating 
budget. 

“I believe that this recommen- 
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Manager dips into surplus to balance budget 


dation demonstrates the contin- 
ued placement of education as 
the town’s highest priority,” 
Caira stated. 

According to Caira, most of 
the increase in the school 
department's budget will go 
towards boosts in salary 
accounts, which have been dic- 
tated by contractual obliga- 
tions. The proposed figure will 
also help fund two additional 
teachers, one each at the mid- 
dle and intermediate levels. 
Such an arrangement is intend- 
ed to provide quality learning 
for students through smaller 
class-size ratios. 

In other matters, Caira rec- 
ommended a little more than 
$1.6 million to be used for vari- 
ous capital projects and equip- 
ments. The funds will go 
towards such purchases as two 
police cruisers; an ambulance; 
a one-ton dump truck; a tractor 
with a front bucket and three- 
point hitch; a brush chipper; a 
van for elderly services; and a 
ten-wheel dump truck. The 
appropriated sum will also be 
used to repair portions of the 
roof at the Woburn Street 
School; to clean and refurbish 
two of the town’s seven wells; to 
replace water mains that are 
too small; to install meters to 
measure turbidity at the well 
on Shawsheen Avenue; to con-

vation; to install irrigation 
wells at the town’s recreational 
fields; to conduct a study of 
ways to maximize the pumping 
capacity of the town’s wells; 
and to initiate the investigation 
of additional water sources 
within the town’s borders and 
the Shawsheen River basin. 

Municipal operating budgets 
have been level-funded for the 
coming fiscal year. Some 
salaries of municipal employ- 
ees will increase this year due 
to prior contractual agree- 
ments, but new hikes in pay- 
checks have not been proposed. 
Furthermore, Caira’s budget 
does not call for any new posi- 
tions to be created. At the 
same time, though, the town 
manager assured the public 
that such restraint will not 
compromise the quality of serv- 
ices and information. 

“Advances in technology will 
improve billing and collection 
systems and offer taxpayers 
alternative payment methods 
and improved access to records 
and documents,” Caira offered. 

Caira's budget presentation 
contained other highlights: 

* Plans for a new library have 
been put on hold. 

“I remain certain of the need 
for a new library,” Caira stated. 
“However, the uncertainty of 


the state’s economy and the 
impact that it may have on 
Wilmington’s budget, require 
that we delay plans at this 
time.” 

Caira did, however, caution 
against postponing such plans 
for too long. 

“By waiting, we risk losing 
out on low interest rates ania 
competitive bidding climate,” 
he noted. 


* A conceptual design for a 
new playground at the North 
Intermediate School has been 
postponed until Fiscal Year 
2005. Due to a generous, pri- 
vate donation, however, the 
construction of a skateboard 
park will be completed this 
summer. 

* A $150,000 grant from the 
Department of Environmental 
Management will fund the 
improvement of the town forest 
off of Salem Street in North 
Wilmington. 

* The Tobacco Control pro- 
gram, which had been funded 
for the past eight years through 
a grant of the Department of 
Public Health, has fallen prey 
to the state’s budget cuts, but 
the town’s health department 
will-continue in some measure 
in its efforts to stamp out teen 
smoking at the high school.

for its municipal employees, To 
help mitigate such increases, 
all town employees have been 
notified about a pending 25 
increase in their health instr= 
ance premiums.

watching the Drew Carey show 
on television, Fernald realized 
the answer was right in front of 
her. A dog on that show had a 
wheelchair attached to his back 
legs, allowing free movement 
and zero pressure on his hind 
end. 

Fernald researched the option 
of a canine wheelchair for 
Ambur and spoke to her veteri- 
narian at McGrath Animal 
Hospital in Billerica. 

“I spoke to my vet about it, 
and they said Ambur would be 
a good candidate for the wheel- 
chair.” says Fernald. 


With the approval from her 
vet, Fernald contacted Doggon 
Wheels, an on-line company 
who manufactures wheelchairs 
and other apothecaries for 
dogs. The company, which has 
a great play-on-words for its 
title, can be fetched on the 
Internet by surfing over to 
www.doggon.com. 

“The wheelchair cost $450 and 
came with a full refund, if it 
didn’t work out,” says Fernald. 
The wheelchair has two 
wheels on the side and is 
designed to allow the dog to 
back into it and then get 
clipped under the stomach. 

“It looks like a sulky race 


cart,” says Fernald. 

Once the package arrived 
from Doggon Wheels, it just 
took 15 minutes and a lot of bis- 
cuits to convince Ambur that 
the wheelchair was beneficial 
to her health. 

“She realized what it was 
doing for her,” says Fernald. ||. 
So far, Ambur is flourishing in 

her new wheels. Though she 
only uses it outside, her once 
restrictive actions have disap- ' 
peared. She is now able to run 
alongside young-pup Zoey, who 
is a 19-month-old German 
Shepherd.

Caira’s contract renewed in a squeaker vote 
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were “inaccurate.” 

At one point, McCoy told 
Caira that he carries himself 
like a “king” and meddles in 
local politics.

Olin reveals Public Involvement Plan

Wilmington, but the estimated 
limits of contaminant migra- 
tion appear to nearly double 
that area, extending as far as 
Chestnut Street. A small por- 
tion of the site overlaps the 
already contaminated Maple 
Meadow Landfill and a small 
portion runs into Woburn by the 
Municipal Landfill. 

In 1953, a chemical manufac- 
turing facility was constructed 
at Olin’s current location on 


‘Eames Street and was subse- 


quently owned and operated by 
three different companies prior 
to Olin’s purchase of the prop- 
erty in 1980. 

The facility primarily manu- 
factured chemical blowing 
agents, stabilizers, antioxidants 
and other specialty chemicals 
for the rubber and plastics 
industry and generated liquid 
waste, which was disposed of 
onsite. 

Wastewater was not the only 
form of contamination intro- 
duced to the site. Drums con- 
taining organic chemicals were 
buried on the property and 
there are reports of spills of 
leaks of various chemicals. 

According to a fact sheet pre- 
pared by the olin Corporation, 
“Evidence clearly has shown 
that these prior owners dis- 
charged waste into unlined pits, 
lagoons. and ditches . . . When 
Olin purchased the facility in 


1980 the company immediately 
instituted environmental 
improvements in waste man- 
agement, before closing the 
property in 1986.” 

M.G.L 21E was enacted in 
1983 and in the Olin property 
was first listed a Location to Be 
Investigated by the DEP in 
1987. Olin applied for a Waiver 
of Approvals, which was grant- 
ed by the DEP in 1989 and clas- 
sified the property as a Non- 
Priority Site. It was believed at 
that time that any contami- 
nants were contained to the 
property and had no impact on 
the town water supply. 

Since being put on the List of 
Sites to Be Investigated, the 
property has gone through a 
number of phases pursuant to 
Massachusetts Contingency 
Plan (MCP), the first of which 
was an initial site investigation. 
In 1993 a comprehensive study 
was performed by Conestoga 
Rovers Associates, at the direc- 
tion of Olin. The study identi- 
fied contaminant migration 
towards Wilmington’s water 
supply and, as a result, the site 
was re-classified as a Priority 
Site in accordance with the 
recently enhanced criteria set 
forth in the MCP. Olin’s waiver 
was rescinded by the DEP, who 
went on to re-classify the area 
as a Tier 1A Disposal Site on 
September 20, 1994. 

Phase II consists of a one: 
hensive site assessment, which 


establishes the types of con- 
taminants and the extent of the 
contamination. 

Olin maintains to have spent 
more than $30 million towards 
the study and clean-up of the 
site so far, including $10 million 
spent in 2000 and 2001 on the 
removal of buried drums, con- 
taminated soils and sediments 
from the property. Hanley stat- 
ed during her presentation that 
11,000 tons of sediment and soil 
were dredged from the property 
ditches and lagoons. 

The PIP contains a detailed 
listing of remedial actions per- 
formed to date. A public infor- 
mation repository has been 
established at Wilmington 
Public Library to provide 
Wilmington and Woburn resi- 
dents with easy access to infor- 
mation about the site clean-up 

and the results of site 
investigations.

Petfinder.org president, Betsy Saul recalled that drive with her 
husband, “We started to think about (homeless pets) on the way to 
New Years Eve dinner in 1995.” 

The result of their thoughts was the idea of using the Internet 
as a way to show what pets were available for adoption. 

“It seemed like such’an easy ‘commonsensical’ idea, we could- 
n't let it go by,” Saul said. 

The couple originally contacted 13 shelters. Many of the shel- 
ters thought it was a good idea but questioned if the Internet was 
popular enough, at that time, to be used as a resource. 

Once Saul was able to sign up the first shelters they were able 
to get the web-site up and running using out of pocket funds. 

“The press heard about what we were doing and they helped to 
make us successful,” Saul said. 

Because she originally comes from New Jersey, Saul was able 
to connect with the oldest animal welfare group in the country; the 
New York based ASPCA (American Society for the Prevention of 
Cruelty to Animals). The ASPCA had one of the best outreach pro- 
grams for shelter worker training but did not have an effective way 
to bring it to shelters outside of the New York/New Jersey area.

However, like Petfinder, it formed an association with a larger 
group, Dracut’s Pets In Need. Animal Welfare Group provides the 
adoption resource for Pets In Need, according to Berniche. 

Ironically Berniche started her group as a result of her own 
search for a pet on petfinder.org, 

“| realized the importance of the work (being done by the web- 
site),” Berniche said. 

As a result, she was able to put together a group of 15-20 peo- 
ple to staff an adoption center. Our Adoption Center is located at 
1734 Lakeview Avenue, Dracut. They do not have any set hours yet 
so you may want to call first (978) 957-7870 and to set up an 
appointment. 

In the Middlesex East readership area there are three sites - 
PAWS (Protect the Animals of Wakefield Society) in Wakefield, 
Kitty Love Cat Shelter in Wilmington, and House Rabbits Network 
in Woburn.

Saul and her group are also 
in contact with groups such as 
the MSPCA (Massachusetts 
Society for the Prevention of 
Cruelty to Animals), the sec- 
ond oldest animal welfare 
group in the nation. She cited 
studies from the MSPCA which 
show that the recent cold spell 
can present as many problems 
to domestic and feral animals 
as it does for people 

One of the problems is 
access to water, which may be 
frozen over. Saul suggests that 
people insulate the water bowls 
by placing them inside 
Styrofoam containers and leav- 
ing a hoe for animals to have 
easy access. 

Another suggestion is to 
purchase heated bowls. for food 


and water, at pet supply stores. 


Saul also noted that cats 
have a particularly hard time 
in the winter due to the fact 
that in many communities, the 


animal control officers will not 
pick up stray cats and shelters 
will not take them in unless 
concerned people bring them 
there. 

As for giving an animal as a 
gift, Saul cited studies froom 
Tufts University School of 
Animal Husbandry that show 
some care should be put into 
the choice of pets and they 
should match the receivers 
lifestyle. 

People should keep in mind 
that a rabbit given as a gift is 
not the same type of rabbit 
that is adaptable to living in 
theewild and they cannot be let 
outside if the recipient is not 
able to take care of it. 

“Baby chieks are horrible 
spontaneous gifts for holiday 
giving,” Saul said. 

She does note that many 
times a cat that is taken in by a 
person who does not have too 
many expectations, of the ani- 
mal, will stay around for a life- 
time.

“These Shoes were made for 
Walking” exhibit will be at the 
Peabody Museum of 
Archaeology on display from 
February 7, to February, 2004. 

The Peabody Museum and 
‘Tozzer Library present a selec- 
tion of approximately 60 pairs . 
of shoes, sandals, and boots 
from its extensive ethnographic 
collection: from the original 
sensible shoe to the heights and 
lengths of fashion. 

In the beginning, there was 
the sandal for hot climates and 
the shoe for moderate or cold 
clirhates. The sandal protected 
the foot from the scorching 
sand or thick forest under- 
brush; the shoe, from the cold, 
mud, or challenging ground 
cover. Simply constructed, a 
sandal was a sole plus ties or a 
toe knob to attach them to the 
foot; the shoe was essentially a 
foot bag, a one piece covering

Back on budget 
in Lynnfield 


“Superintendent Dr. 
Richard Palermo probably 
does not expect to receive an 
8.3% increase in the school 

’s FY ‘04 budget, 
but he knows that is exactly 
what the town needs to main- 
tain their current level of 
service,” notes the “Lynnfield 
Villager.” 

“Palermo announced to 
the School Committee that 
due to special education 
increases, state mandated 
programs, and contractual 
obligations, the proposed 
school budget is $13,537,048 
which represents an increase 
of 8.3% to avoid layoffs and 
major budget cuts. 

“The Selectmen have 
already asked town depart- 
ments not’to increase their 
budget by more than 2.5%. If 
Palermo and the Committee 
are going to buckle and 

their budget to 2.5%, 
a reduction of $722,048 in ser- 
vices will be . This 
equates to around 16 staff 
members losing their jobs in 
Lynnfield. This is a move the 
Committee and Palermo are 
very reluctant to make at 
this point. 

“A reduction anywhere 
near that big would result in 
a very different school sys- 
tem,’ Palermo said. ‘I would 
look at administration and 
support services first [if a 
cut is to be made]. But we 
have minimal support staff 
and administration.’

“The school system’s lack 

of extra administrators and 
support staff became very 
clear last year when the 
Committee had to make their 
cuts. Without administrators 
to cut, the Committée axed 
the Middle School drama 
program, one full-time ele- 
mentary music teacher, and 
chopped several expense 
budgets in the system. Not tq 
mention the increase in rev- 
enue which was created by 
raising activity fees and pre- 
school tuition... Palermo did 
make a minimal request for 
additional staff to address 
elass size and the nursing 
shortfall, but that increase 
would cost $162,379 and 
would equate to a 9.6% bud- 
get increase over last 
year...”
